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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ueno, 
U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2003/0022692 in view of well-known prior art. 

Regarding claim 1 , Ueno discloses logic for a first access point to detect 
interference from a second access point, logic responsive to the detecting logic, for 
adjusting transmit power to decrease interference with the second access point , 
wherein the detecting and reducing transmit power logic are executed by the first 
access point (0010, 0014, 0015). 

Ueno, however, fails to disclose wherein the interference detected by the first 
access point is based on the second access point using the same radio frequency 
channel as the first access point. 
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The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify Ueno with the teachings of well-known prior art for the purpose of 
maintaining acceptable communication. 

4. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ueno, well-known prior art and further in view of Dent, U.S. Patent No. 5,345,598. 

Regarding claim 2, Ueno discloses the logic of claim 1 as described above. 
Ueno, however, fails to disclose logic for receiving messages from the second access 
point. The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. 

Ueno further fails to disclose logic for maintaining a table including indications of 
the transmit power levels of other access points including the second access point and 
wherein the logic for adjusting transmit power does so in response to the indications in 
the table. 

In a similar field of endeavor Dent discloses duplex power control in a 
communications network. Dent further discloses logic for maintaining a table including 
indications of the transmit power levels of other access points including the second 
access point and wherein the logic for adjusting transmit power does so in response to 
the indications in the table (col. 7, line 56-col. 8, line 2). 
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At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Ueno with the teachings of Dent for the purpose of providing 
quick reference to power information. 

Regarding claim 3, the combination of Ueno as modified and Dent discloses the 
logic of claim 2 as described above. The combination, however, fails to disclose logic 
for transmitting a power backoff level to other wireless devices in the network, the power 
backoff level indicative of the amount by which the first access point's transmit power 
has been adjusted. 

The examiner contends, however, that such a feature is well-known in the art and 
the examiner takes official notice as such. At the time of invention, it would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to modify Ueno and Dent further with well- 
known prior art for the purpose of ensuring the system is operating in a power optimal 
manner based on system power adjustments. 

Regarding claim 4, the combination of Ueno and Dent as modified discloses the 
logic of claim 3 as described above. The combination, however, fails to disclose 
wherein the wireless network is a 802.1 1 wireless network. 

The examiner contends, however, that the 802.1 1 wireless network is well-known 
in the art and the examiner takes official notice as such. 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify the combination of Ueno and Dent since the 802.1 1 wireless network 
is well-known and widely used in cellular communications systems.
